The Vice President very likely 
bolstered his political status which 
had dipped’a bit with news of 
the Sputnik. The query had gone 
up, in financial and business cir- 
cles in New York, questioning 
whether the Vice President was 


mature enough to evaluate and 
act in such a situation. 


Evidence 

On the evidence of the San

It must be said that the Presi- 
dent, who had to speak quickly 
and on the heel of the news, could 
not do other than he did; namely, 
to remain calm and attempt to 
quiet the apprehension which was 
so great—and which remains.

The Russians have done the 
same thing. Their scientists have 
not been working at making bet- 
ter refrigerators, automobiles, fry- 
ing pans or other comfort-bring- 
ing aides to living. Nor have their 
engineers done much about build- 
ing highways. They are short of 
housing. 

They have geared science to 
military objectives. This means 
they have a tremendous military 
potential. It will be folly to avoid 
the next step which is that that 
potential will increase . .. not 
lessen. 


No Reduction 


Vice President Nixon was intel- 
lectually candid when he said 
there will be no reduction in 
taxes. Only the demagogic and 
naive will so grossly deceive the 
people as to say there can be 


fewer taxes ahead. We will be 
lucky indeed if we can manage 
not to raise taxes. We will be for- 
tunate if we are not compelled to 
lift the national debt limit. The 
people need to be told that the 
time may come when we will have 
to do with less of the symbolic 
butter to provide the billions 
which will be necessary for de- 
fense and survival. 

Mr. Nixon was doing a patriotic, 
honest duty as an American when 
he said he could see no chance 
to lower taxes. One of the most 
subversive acts which could be 
done in this time. of crisis is to 
promise in the old-style political 
pattern of more and more for 
less and less.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18—Army 
installations in Georgia, Arkansas 
and South Carolina will be the 
hardest hit in a nation-wide 50,- 
0004man reduction announced to- 
day by Army Secretary Brucker. 

Under Brucker’s order the per- 
sonnel complement at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga., is scheduled to be re- 
duced by 6,500 men by mid-1958. 
Fort Gordon, Ga., will be slashed 
by 3,000 men. 

These cuts at the Columbus 
and Augusta installations will 
total 9,500 men, nearly one-fifth 
of the total for the nation. 


NUMBER IS SECRET 


In disclosing that the reduc- 
tions are aimed at cutting back 
Army personnel to a total of 
900,000 men, the Army said the 
number of troops now stationed 
at Fort Benning and Fort Gordon 
is classified information. 

The largest single cutback at 
14 camps across the nation will 
be an 8,000-man reduction at 
Fort Chaffee, Ark., followed by 
the 6500 cut at Fort Benning 
and a 6,000-man slash at Fort 
Jackson, §.C. 

Garrison at Fort Bragg, N.C., 
will be trimmed by 4,500 men, 
as will the troop strength at Fort 
Lewis, Wash. Other cuts include: 
Fort Carson, Colorado—4,000; 
Fort Hood, Texas—2,000; Fort 
Riley, Kansas—1,000; Fort Sill, 
Okla.—1,500; Fort Devens, Mass. 
—500; Fort Leonard Wood., Mo.— 
2,500; Fort Ord., Calif.—1,500, and 
Fort Polk, La.—2,500. 


POSTS STAY OPEN

lation means that Fort Gordon 
and Fort Jackson will remain 
active, although with sharply re- 
duced personnel.

The Atlanta center is to have 
six buildings containing 193,167 
square feet of space on a 15-acre 
site donated by Emory University 
near its campus. It will conscli- 
date Public Health Service activi- 
ties now scattered in 77 buildings 
in Atlanta, Chamblee and Mont- 
gomery. 

CDC 
project, largest in the group, the

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Georgia Must Stop 
Its Marriage Mills 


Charts whose cold figures mirror the 
scandalous spread of money-hungry mar- 
riage mills in Georgia have been pre- 
pared for Gov. Griffin at his request. 

Those statistics, if they could talk, 
could tell some true stories more heart- 
breaking than those the sob writers dream 
up for fiction magazines. 

They could relate how adolescents out 
on a lark come to the great Gretna Green, 
which is Georgia, and rub the palms of 
the nuptial merry-go-round operators 
with a few paltry dollars. Then -some 
words are mumbled over them and the 
mockery of the sacred institution of mar- 
riage is completed, all packaged and legal. 

Grief and misery often come with the 
dawn. The first victims are the distraught 
parents of the newlyweds. Next in line 
are the young couples themselves who 
belatedly learn they were mentally im- 
mature for marriage. The third set of 
victims is composed of the children who 
will be reared in broken homes. 

The charts show that in more than one 
out of every three marriages in Georgia 
last year the bride was a nonresident of 
this state. Nearly three-fourths of these 
nonresidents came from Florida and Ten- 
nessee where three-day waiting periods 
are required before marriage. 

The charts pinpoint the counties where 
the largest percentage of these weddings 
are performed. As would be expected, 
they are the border counties. In many of 
them the quickie marriage business is well 
organized, with money the principal re- 
quirement to set the machinery into mo- 
tion.

Is Plan of Improvement 


Essential for DeKalb? 


DeKalb County Representatives James 
A. Mackay, W. Hugh McWhorter and Guy 
W. Rutland have called for a meeting 
with all elected officials in the county 
next week to discuss legislation which 
would give the county municipal powers. 

The meeting is a good idea. Included 
will be the DeKalb County commission- 
ers as well as mayors and councilmen of 
all municipalities in the county. Cer- 
tainly there should be a meeting, of minds 
about what to do about government in 
a county which has become in a short 
period of two decades a distinctly urban 
unit. 

As matters stand today, DeKalb Coun- 
ty presents about the strangest combina- 
tion of governmental structures to be 
found anywhere. Municipalities, as they 
are called, are confused entities some- 
times divided only by the width of a 
street. While some are incorporated, all 
do not offer municipal services and can- 
not levy taxes for municipal services. 

DeKalb does need a comprehensive re- 
organization in order to provide for need- 
ed services. The pattern set by Atlanta’s 
Plan of Improvement should serve as an 
example. Halfway measures now will only 
add to the problems which must be 
solved later. 

DeKalb citizens and their leaders 
should think seriously about the overlap- 
ping services and other expensive ap- 
pendages of a multigovernment system. 
By consolidating municipal services as 
one unit for the entire urban area the 
citizens not only would have better seryv- 
ices but at a cheaper price.

‘Crash’ Program Needed 
In Field of Education? 


Russian scientific progress, of which 
we have more than enough evidence to+ 
day, has caused the nation’s leaders to 
look once again at its educational sys- 
tem. The shortage of trained scientists 
and technicians in this country is be- 
coming a major weapon in Soviet hands. 

Warnings for several years that the 
Russians are turning out more scientif- 
ically trained personnel than the United 
States have been rationalized or greeted 
with simple disbelief. This is proving to 
be a mistake of major proportions. 

The Soviet education system is geared 
to meeting national goals. In addition to 
training scientists, it is turning out Com- 
munist agents versed in languages and 
skilled as diplomats, salesmen and propa- 
gandists. They are using these people 
in greater numbers in many underde- 
veloped countries because they have 
trained more of them in languages and 
customs of these countries. 

In this deadly game, the Russians are 
moving ahead in both economic and po- 
litical competition as well as in mili- 
tary competition. They are making gains 
in prestige and power everywhere. 

Every American must remember what 
Vice President Nixon reminded them of 
the other day. If Asia and Africa are 
lost to the West, the Communists will 
win their battle for world domination 
without firing a shot. Unless we have 
the will and the courage to meet the 
challenge, the outcome is doubful indeed.

Atlantan Says Georgia Will Hold Its Own 


In Representation in Congress in Future 


Atlanta — I read it is estimated 
that after the 1960 census six 
Southern states will lose seats in 
the U.S. House of Representatives. 
Among these are Georgia, North 
Carolina and Virginia. 

While I agree as to the other 
states, the estimates of population 
change I have seen. do not seem 
to indicate that Georgia, North 
Carolina and Virginia are ex- 
pected to have population changes 
which would involve loss of House 
seats. 


According to recent estimates 
of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce, between 1950 and 1956 
Georgia increased its population 
by approximately 276,000 or 8 per 
cent; North Carolina increased 
approximately 361,000 or 9 per 
cent, and Virginia 332,000 or 10 
per cent. During this same period 
the nation increased about 10.9 per 
cent. 

Department of Commerce esti- 
mates are for a 1960 population 
in the order of 3,850,00 for Geor- 
gia, 4,560,000 for North Carolina 
and 3,950,000 for Virginia. These 
estimates would give increases 
for the 1950-1960 decade of 11.6 
per cent, 12.3 per cent and 19 per 
cent for these states, respectively 
The prevailing estimate of popu- 
lation for the nation.for 1960 of 
176 millions would give an in- 
crease for the decade of 16.8 per 
cent. 

On the basis of these figures I 
would not think that the three 
states would lose any House seats.

206,000 Georgians Join 
Baptist Rolls in 10 Years 


When messengers representing more than 800,000 
Georgia Baptists gather in Valdosta next month, they’ll 
‘be looking back on a decade of unparalleled growth. 

A look at the record book shows 
just how much Baptists in Geor- 
gia have grown. The first statis- 
tics of the denomination reveal 
that in 1850 there were 57 associ- 
ations with 1,132 churches and 
69,869 members. 


RECONSTRUCTION ERA 


In 1870, immediately after the 
War Between the States, that 
membership dropped to 37,560, 
reports indicate. 

In 1880 the churches ‘vere back 
on their feet with 84,000 mem- 
bers and an upward trend was 
begun that has not been reversed 
to this day. 

The best span of years to look 
at Georgia Baptists is the period 
between Jan. 1, 1947, and Dec, 
31, 1956. 

POPULATION UP, TOO 

During that period Georgia 
Baptists increased in number 
from 598,728 to 805,241 or a gain 
of 206,513 members, 34.5 per cent. 
State population was increasing 
12.63 per cent during the same 
decade.

During 1956, Baptists gave a 
total of $30,980,711 to all causes.

At the beginning of the current 
year there were 93 associations 
with 2,819 churches and 805,241 
members. 

This represents the churches 
which cooperate with the Georgia 
Baptist Convention.

UP TO FLOCK 


This principle of autonomy 
'means that every bit of work that

operative. 

With this outstanding record 
behind them, Baptists are still 
not satisfied.

He said that an intensive cam- 
paign would probably be conduct- 
ed to raise endowment funds dur- 
ing next year and that the asso- 
ciation feels the first units should 
be ready within a minimum of 
two to three years. 


He said that one of the tracts 
being considered is a 120-acre, 
$180,000 site in North Fulton 
County. He said that a donor 
who asks to remain unidentified 
had offered this land at last 
year’s session, but the committee 
had not reached a decision as. to 
whether it would accept the gift. 


Dr. Georgia Sparks, retired 
president of Georgia State Col- 
lege, has been named secretary 
of promotion and will direct the 
campaign.

Another matter to be consid- 
ered by the body will be the ‘‘gift- 
leasing” of plots of land at the 
association's Atlanta Baptist As- 
sembly, six miles north of Sandy 
Springs. 

This plan would allow individ- 
ual churches to lease for 35 years 
tracts of land and would allow 
the churches to put buildings on 
the lots. 

Dr. Baggott eaid that the As- 
sembly committee would meet 
prior to the association’s meeting 
to consider the erection of a $65,- 
000, 600-seat temporary audito- 
rium and 325-person dining area.

Taming the 
H-Bomb 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (UP)— 
American and British scientists 
said today they may have taken 
an important step toward harness- 
ing the H-bomb power for pzace- 
ful uses. 


But a joint U. §.-British state- 
ment also made it clear that 
H-bomb fusion power was not 
near. It served to tone down 
greatly recent claims by British 
newspapers that such power was 
just around the corner. 


The joint statement was issued 
by British and American re- 
searchers who traded information 
yesterday and today at a confer- 
ence at Princeton University, 


The United States and Britain 
are studying means of achieving 
temperatures which would force 
the atoms of heavy hydrogen to 
combine in the nuclear reaction 
known as fusion. 


Scientists believe that tempera- 
tures of at least 100 million de- 
grees centigrade must be achiev- 
ed to start practical hydrogen fu- 
sion. 


| The United States and Britain 
have achieved temperatures of 
slightly more than one million de- 
grees, but only for fractions of a 
second. However, some fusion 
theoretically may occur at such 


temperatures. 


Neutrons, one of the constituents 
of atomic nuclei, are a product 
of heavy hydrogen fusion. The 
U. §S.-British statement said that 
in both the United States and 
Britain “‘substantial numbers of 
neutrons”” had been produced.

However, there were many per- 
suasive arguments from those 
who defended the young people, 
saying they did not believe to- 
day’s teen-agers were  over- 
pampered. 

This week’s winner, Bettye 
Jane Harlan, 16, of Americus 
Senior High School, in defending 
the teens, writes: 

The teen-agers of today are 
certainly not pampered too 
much. On the contrary, they 
are actually neglected. In this 
world of chaos and confusion, 
we are forced to grow up be- 
fore our time. We learn of life 
and love at an early age and 
know too much, too soon. 

We are handed responsibili- 
ties that children should never 
have. We are quickly made 
aware of realities that we 
should ignore until we are 
ready to step down from our 
towers of fantasies to the cold 
plain of reality. We are as 
children living in an adult 
world. 

Discipline has become a rare 
word nowadays. It is practi- 
cally non-existent. Do we actu- 
ally need discipline when we 
ourselves have been brought 
up to give it? Yet we are 
greatly in need of the comfort- 
ing assurance that our parents 
still care enough about us to 
want to discipline us. 

The great mistake most par- 
ents make is not enough dis- 
cipline. They need to take time 
out from their busy lives to 
guide us and correct us as they 
see fit. 

Contrary to popular opinion, 
we teen-agers do need parental 
help and guidance in these ten- 
der years when we are budding 
into adulthood. We need the 
discipline of a loving but firm 
hand as we struggle to grasp 
the reality of a world that will 
soon be ours.

selfish, self-willed and egotisti- 
cal. 

With prosperity in our land 
and so many modern conveni- 
ences teen-agers do not have 
tasks to perform as did our 
parents, therefore they do not 
feel the responsibility that they 
should in helping to make their 
home a happier place to live. 

But these time-savers actually 


help to develop character, accord- | 


ing to Glenda Nelms, 16, who is a 
senior at A. L. Miller Senior High 
in Macon. 

They enable us todoso much 
more, she writes, participate in 
a larger number of activities; 
thereby enriching our lives 
with the benefits gained from 
those activities. 

Brenda Daniels, a 16-year-old 
at Fitzgerald High School, sees 
the problem of discipline as an 
individual one and points out that 
whether or not a teen-ager is 
disciplined depends on each 
parent. It is their responsibility 
—one that they often ignore. 
Parents are either too strict or 
not strict enough.

Another lottery case in which evidence was missing turned up 
in Fulton Criminal Court shortly after a trial Thursday in which 
the disappearance of evidence touched off a hot debate, records 
showed Friday.

B. Blackwell as saying the evi- 
dence “‘was lost” in a courtroom. 

Two other notations were on the 
front of the accusation.

Waterworks

The Atlanta waterworks de- 
partment Friday asked more than 
$500,000 in new equipment, re- 
pairs, maintenance automobile 
allowances and employes for 1958. 


Waterworks manager Paul 
Weir’s filing of budgetary re- 
quests for the new year left only 
one other major department, 
parks, which has not yet officially 
filed its needs. 


Comptroller Earl Landers said 
he expects all other departments 
to complete their 1958 budgetary 
needs before the middle of next 
week. He added his office will be- 
gin an analysis, and finance com- 
mittee chairman Ralph Huie said 
he will begin a series of confer- 
ences with department heads 
around Nov. 1 to prune any items 
possible from the long list of re- 
quests. 


It is estimated that requests 
for 1958 exceed anticipated reve- 
nue by more than $5,000,000. 

Extraordinary items while im- 
pressive in most instances were 
about in line wtih those granted 
for 1957. 


Among the larger demands 
were $180,000 for the shop and dis- 
tribution system, nine new em- 
ployes costing $33,000; general re- 
pairs totaling $50,000; $15,265 for 
new equipment for the administra- 
tive division, $8,300 for repairs 
and equipment for the river pump- 
ing station, $7,800 for the Hemphill 
pumping station, and $22,360 for 
the filter plant. 

Included in new equipment are 
requests for exchange of 20 old 
trucks for new ones, cranes, radio 
transmitters and receivers, sta- 
tion wagons, compressors and 
many other items.
